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CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I. 


This Society, incorporated for literary purposes and 
‘mutual improvement, shall be called the ‘‘ Queen City 
Cius,” and shall consist of such stockholders as shall 
be elected members according to the Constitution, and 
of temporary members as hereinafter provided. 


ARTICLE il. 


GOVERNING COMMITTEE. 


Section 1. All the concerns of the Corporation shall 
be managed by a Committee of fifteen Governors ; 
and the first Governors shall be elected at the meeting 
of the Club first called for organization. They shall be 
elected by the subscribers to the capital stock of the 
Club, thereby becoming members of the same. When 
so elected they shall constitute the sole membership, 
and shall then have the whole power to elect the 
other members of said Club, as hereinafter provided for 
the election of members, save as to the original sub- 
scribers to the Club fund, who shail be eligible to 


membership without the formality of being otherwise 
proposed. This committee shall annually elect a Presi- 


dent, Vice-President, from their number, and a Treas- 
urer and Secretary. The -Treasurer and Secretary, in 
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the discharge of their duties, shall be subject to the 
immediate control of the Governing Committee. All 
vacancies occurring in the committee shall be filled 
by the remaining members thereof, a majority ol 
whom shall be a quorum for that or any other pur- 
pose. © Every member of the Governing Committee 
must be the holder of at least one share of stock; 
and any member of the committee may be removed 
therefrom by a vote of three-fourths of the whole 
committee. Any member of the Governing Commit- 
tee absenting himself without leave from three con- 
secutive regular meetings of the committee shall forfeit 
his position of Governor. The vacancy so caused 
shall be filled by the remaining members of the com- 
mittee, and the said absentee notified thereof by the 
Secretary. ,This rule shall not apply to the President. 

The President shall, at least thirty (30) days prior 
to the annual election, appoint a committee of five (5) 
members, whose duty it shall be to nominate ten (10) 
candidates, whose names shall be listed in alphabetical 
order, to fill the five (5) vacancies about to occur in the 
Governing Committee ; and the names of the persons so 
nominated shall be posted on the bulletin board at least 
fifteen (15) days before said election, and the five (5) 
candidates receiving the highest number of votes at the 
election, shall fill the vacancies in the Governing Com- 


mittee. Any member may nominate other candidates for

the same offices, but the names of all persons to be voted 
for at said annual election shall be posted on said bulletin 
board at least ten (10) days prior to said election. 
Sec. 2. The term of office of one-third of this 
committee shall expire on the third Thursday of Janu- 
ary, and so yearly afterward, the retiring members 


being determined by lot. 


PRESIDENT. 


The President of the Club, or, in his absence, the 
Vice-President, shall authorize the call of special meet- 
ings of the Board of Governors, or of meetings of the 
Club, and exercise the usual functions of a presiding 
officer. 

SECRETARY, 

The Secretary of the Club shall notify each member 
of the Board of Governors of every meeting of the 
Board, and each member of the Club of every meeting 
of the Club; he shall issue notices to members; make 

and keep a true record of the proceedings of all meet- 
ings of the Board of Covernors and of the Club; have 
custody of the Constitution, By-Laws, and records. of 
the Club, and conduct its correspondence. 


TREASURER. 


The Treasurer of the Club shall be charged with the 
collection and custody of the funds of the Club; keep 
a regular account thereof, and submit a monthly report 
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of its financial condition at each general or stated 
meeting of the Board of Governors. He shall also re- 
port and submit, at each annual meeting, the financial 
condition of the Club, the number of resident mem- 
bers, the name of delinquents, and the amount due 
by each. He shall give bond in such sum as may be 


determined by the Governing Committee. 


DIRECTORS, 


At the annual meeting of the Club, as hereinafter 
provided, there shall be elected three Directors, in 
whom shall be vested the title to all the corporate 
property of the Club, both real and personal, There 
shall also at the same time be elected a Clerk, 


ARTICLE III. 
VALUE AND TRANSFER OF STOCK 


The stock shall be divided into shares of $250 each, 
for which certificates shall be issued, signed by the 
Treasurer, and countersigned by the Secretary. This 
stock shall be deemed personal property, and may be 
transferred on the condition that the preference of pur- 
chasing said stock shall be given to the Corporation at 
its par value. If not so purchased by the Corporation 
no assignee of said stock shall be entitled to the priv- 
ileges of membership, or to vote at the meetings of the 


Corporation, or in any way or manner undertake to 
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control or to interfere with its affairs, unless he has been 
regularly elected a member of the Club, in the manner 
prescribed in this Constitution. Each member of the 
Corporation shall be entitled, at its meetings, to a vote, 
except as to the purchase and transfer of real estate, when 
each member shall be entitled to one vote for every share 
of stock held by him. 


ARTICLE IV. 
ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 


The membership of the Club shall be limited to three 
hundred and fifty. Every member shall be elected by 
the Governing Committee by ballot. Every candidate 
for admission after present subscription list, must be pro- 
posed by one member and seconded by another, other 
than members of the Governing Committee, and must 
be at least twenty.one years of age, and of good moral 
character, His name and residence, and the names of 
his proposer and seconder, shall be inserted before the bal- 
loting for such candidate, in a book, the names of such 
proposer and seconder being im their respective hand- 
writing, or in the handwriting of the Secretary; and 
the name of such candidate, with the names of his 
proposer and seconder, shall be put in a conspicuous 
place in the Club House at least seven days before 
balloting for him. Three dissenting votes shall, in any 
event, exclude such candidate. All votes, conversation

and debates on the subjects of admissions, exclusions, 
and expulsions, and the substance or result thereof, 
shall be kept by each member of the Board in secrecy. 


ARTICLE VY. 


ANNUAL SUBSCRIPTION AND ENTRANCE FEE, 

The annual subscription for resident members, after 
January 1st, 1893, shall be seventy-five (75) dollars per 
annum, and for non-resident members, thirty (50) dollars 
per annum, payable semi-annually—subject to an increase 
or decrease at discretion of the Governing Committee. 
An entrance fee may also be required from all new mem- 
bers after such date as the Governors may decide on. 
Upon the stock held by each member of the Corporation 
there shall be paid interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum, in the way of credit to said member upon his annu- 
al dues; but in no case shall any member receive, by way 
of interest, more than the amount arising from the owner- 
ship of one share of stock, though said member may be 
the owner of more than that number, save such mem- 
bers as stand on the books of the Corporation on the 
1oth day of April, 1878, as owners of more than one 
share, and as to such members they shall be entitled to 
all rights by them acquired by virtue of original Article 
five (5) of the Constitution of the Club. :

ARTICLE VI. 


NOTICE OF ELECTION, 

On the election of each new member the Secretary 
shall forthwith notify him of the same, furnish him with 
a copy of the Constitution of the Club, and request him 
to pay to the Treasurer the amount of his entrance fee (if 
one shall have been prescribed), and semi-annual sub- 
scription, and subscribe the Constitution. Every person 
elected shall, within thirty days after being informed 
thereof by the Secretary, pay to the Treasurer his en- 
trance fee and first semi-annual subscription , and sign the 
Constitution, and shall then, and not otherwise, be a 
member of the Club; and in case he shall fail so to do, 


his election shall be void. 


ARTICLE Vii. 


CASES OF NON-PAYMENT. 

The name of every member failing to pay his dues 
within one month after the same become due shall be 
placed in the frame provided for notices, of which the 
Treasurer shall inform him in writing; and if the said 
dues are not paid within thirty days thereafter he shall 
cease to be a member of the Club, unless he can show 
satisfactory reasons for the non-payment thereof to the 


Governing Committee, and his name shall be erased 
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from the books accordingly. The Club shall have a lien 
on the stock of subscribers for unpaid dues and sup- 
plies. | 
ARTICLE VIII. 
HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

The President of the Club shall, on the first day of 
each month, appoint three members of the Governing 
Committee, whose duty it shall be to exercise control 
and supervision, in the broadest sense of these terms, 
over the management and control of the Club House, 
The names of this Committee shall be posted in the 
Club House. 


ARTICLE IX? 


TEMPORARY MEMBERS. 

Non-residents of Hamilton County, Ohio, and Kenton 
and Campbell Counties, Ky., may be admitted as con- 
tributing members, upon payment of the annual sub- 
scription provided for non-resident members ; provided, 
that they shall be proposed and elected in accordance 
with the requirements of Article IV ; and provided, that 
should such contributing members become residents of 
Hamilton County, Ohio, or Kenton and Campbell 
Counties, Ky., they shall cease to be members until they 
shall qualify themselves as stockholders. Such contrib- 
uting members shall be entitled to all privileges accorded 


to regular members, except that cf voting.

ARTICLE X. 


VISITORS. 

Any member shall have the privilege of introducing 
to the Club on his own responsibility, a stranger (pro- 
vided the residence of such stranger is more than fifty : 
miles from the city of Cincinnati, and that he shall not 
be engaged in business therein), for a period of two 
weeks, upon registering his name and obtaining a card 
for him signed by the Secretary. This time may be 
extended ‘for two weeks, or longer, at the discretion 
of the President or one of the House Committee. In 
event of strangers so invited failing to settle their ac- 
counts, the members introducing them shall become 
liable for the amount of their indebtedness. 


ARTICLE XI, 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


There shall be a general annual meeting of the Club 
on the third Thursday in January for the purpose of 
hearing the official reports of the past year and filling 
the vacancies by election in the Governing Committee, 
at which, and at all other meetings, the permanent 
members, actually present, shall each be entitled to one 
vote, and fifty shall constitute a quorum, except on 
questions relatmg to real estate, when each share of 
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stock shall be entitled to a vote, and a majority of 
stock must be represented in person or by proxy. 
Special meetings may be called at any time at the re- 
quest of ten members of the Club, or seven members of 
the Governing Committee; and in all cases the object of 
the meeting must be stated in the notices sent to the 


members of the same. 


ARTICLE Xi. 


RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF MEMBERS. 

Sec, 1. Complaints or suggestions as to the man- 
agement of the Club must be addressed to the House 
Committee in writing, and, if not acted on, may be 
brought before the Coverning Committee for considera- 
tion at its next meeting. 

Sec. 2. No member shall take any property what- 
ever belonging to the Club from the Club House, 
except on authority of a resolution of the Board of 
Governors. 

Sec. 3. No games shall be played on Sunday; nor 
shall any games, cf any kind or description, for money, 
be allowed in the Club House. 

Sec. 4. All resignations shall be in writing, ad- 
dressed to the Secretary. No member can resign while 
indebted to the Club. 

Sec. 5. No member or visitor shall give any gra- 
tuity to an employe of the Club. 
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Sec. 6. The Board of Governors shall have power 
to suspend from the privileges of the Club, or to expel 
any member whose conduct shall be pronounced by a 
vote of a majority of the Board to have endangered the 
welfare, interest or character of the Club, 

Sec. 7. All rights and interests of a member in the 
property and privileges of the Club shall cease with the 
termination of his membership—excepting his interest as 
a stockholder. 

Sec. 8. Subscription papers shall not be exposed or 
circulated in the Club House. 


ARTICLE XIII, 


RULES AND REGULATIONS, 
The Governing Committee shall have power to make 
such Rules and Regulations as they may think proper, 


not inconsistent with the Act of Incorporation or this 
Constitution; and such Rules and Regulations, when 


adopted or as amended from time to time by the 
Governing Committee, shall have the force of By- 


Laws. 
ARTICLE XIY. 


AMENDMENT OF CONSTITUTION, 
To amend the Constitution, the proposed Amend- 
ment shall (1) be subscribed by at least ten members 
end given to the President, who shall (2) cause the 
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amendment, with its signatures, to be posted for thirty 
cays on the bulictin board, and (5) present the same to 
the Board of Governors at their next meeting. In case 
(4) the Board of Governors shall, by a two-thirds vote, 
recommend the adoption of the amendment, (5) the 
Secretary shall issue a notice, inclosing a copy of the 
proposed amendment, to each resident member of the 
Club, and (6) a vote of two-thirds of all the members 
present at the next annual meeting of the Club, or ata 
special meeting called for the purpose, shall be requisite 
to adopt such proposed amendment.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


FOR THE 


Government of the Queen City Ciub, 


REVISED JULY 10, 1894. 





I. The Governing Committee shall meet on the 
third Tuesday of each month, except July and August, 
at 8 o’clock p, mM. Special meetings may be called by 
the President, or by five members of the Committee. 
The proceedings of the meetings of the Committee shall 
be regarded as strictly private. 

Il. The House Committee shall meet every week at 
a time to be appointed by themselves. The House 
Committee shall make all purchases ordered by the 
Governing Committee; regulate the price to be charged 
for all articles served by the Club; shall each month 
make report to the Governing Committee of the stock 
of supplies on hand and the amount disposed of during 
the month previous; report the names of such mem- 
bers as may be in arrears, with the amount due from 
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each; appoint such sub-committees as they may deem 
proper; and have general supervision of the internal 
economy and regulation of the Club. 

III. Every resident member of the Club must be the 
holder of at least one share of stock, and pay an entrance 
fee of one hundred (100) dollars. 

Every non-resident member of the Club must pay an 
entrance fee of fifty (50) dollars, and if he change to 
resident membership he must pay fifty (50) dollars ad- 
ditional entrance fee, besides becoming a stockholder. 

The annual subscription, as provided for in Article V 
of the Constitution, shall be payable in advance one-half 
on the 1st day of January and one-half on the 1st day 
of July in each year. 

IV. Members’ accounts for supplies furnished shall be 
made up and payable on the ist day of every month, 
and notice of the amount shall be sent him, with request 
for payment. 

Should any part. of such indebtedness remain unpaid 
on the 10th of the month, the amount thereof shall be 
posted in the office, and if payment be not made before 
the 20th of the month, the credit of the member thus 
delinquent shall be suspended until his indebtedness shall 
have been paid in full, and notice cf such suspension of 
credit shall at once be sent to him, 

Whenever the indebtedness of any member shall be 
one hundred and fifty dollars or more, he shall zame- 
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diately be notified thereof, and his credit shall be sus- 
pended until such indebtedness be paid. 

VY. Members intending to be absent, and remaining 
absent continuously from the United States for any period 
of six months covered by the semi-annual installment 
of subscription, shall (having given previous notice in 
writing of such absence) be excused from the payment 
of such portion of the annual subscription as may be 
payable in cash during any such six months, 

VI. Strangers not residing or engaged in business 
in, or within fifty miles of, the city of Cincinnati, can 
be introduced as visitors, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Article X of the Constitution. PERSoNs NoT 
MEMBERS OF THE CLUB, RESIDING OR ENGAGED IN BUSINESS 
IN CINCINNATI, OR WITHIN FIFTY MILES THEREOF, SHALL 
NOT, UNDER ANY PRETEXT WHATEVER, BE ADMITTED AS 
VISITORS TO THE CLuB Housg, except to the private 
Dining Rooms and the Reception Rooms provided for 
interviews with non-members, and such further excep- 
tions as may be established by the House Committee in 
cases of private dinners and suppers. 

VII. The President of the Club, with two other 
Governors to be appointed by himself, shall constitute 
a committee, whose duty it shall be to investigate the 
eligibility of applicants for membership, 

VIII, Notices shall be sent by mail to the address 
of members, If an address can not be ascertained, the 
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notice shall be deposited in the Club jetter-box. Notices 
thus sent by mail, or deposited, shall be held to have 
been received ten days after the mailing or deposit; but 
the Governing Committee shall consider denials of their 
reception and any excuse for non-compliance with such 
notices, 

IX. The Club House shall be opened at 7 o’clock 
A. M, from May 1st to November ist, and at 8 o’clock 
A. M. from November 1st to May tst, and shall be closed 
against the admission of members at 1 o’clock A, M. 

X. The Restaurant shall be opened at 8 o'clock 
A. M., and closed at 12 o’clock at night. On Saturday 
nights no meals will be served, unless the order be given 
before quarter before 12 o’clock. 

XI. The rooms on the lower floor of the south wing 
of the Club House shall be used as Reception and 
Dining Rooms for members accompanied by ladies and 
gentlemen, and for the ladies of a member’s family, 
and for any ladies accompanying them. Minor children 
accompanying persons having the right of admission 
may be admitted to the privileges of these rooms. 
Meals for fewer than six persons shall not be served in 
the Private Dining Room of this department. 

XII. Non-members of the Club may be admitted to 
private entertzinments given in the gentlemen’s Private 
Dining Room. At least one day’s notice of any enter- 
tainment in the Private Dining Room shall be given to 
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the Steward. Meals for less than four persons shall not 
be served in the Private Dining Room. 

XIII. No charge shall be made for the use of a Bill- 
iard Table. No person shall use a table for more than 
one hour, if it be wanted by others. 

XIV. The Reception Room shall be used for inter- 
views with persons not members of the Club. No re- 
freshments of any kind shall be served in the Reception 
Room, 

XV. No refreshments from the Restaurant shall be 
served in any of the rooms other than the Dining 
Rooms, except that cold refreshments may be served in 
Cafe and Card Rooms. 

XVI. Smoking shall not be permitted in the princi- 
pal Dining Rooms or in the Library. In the latter room 
no refreshments of any kind shall be served. 

XVII. Card playing shall be permitted only in the 
Card Rooms. Faro, Poker, Loo, Vingt-et-un, and all 
other round or banking games, are prohibited. 


XVIII, No games of any kind shall be played be- 
tween 12 o’clock on Saturday night and the hour of 


opening on Monday morning. 

XIX. Subscription papers shall not be circulated or 
exposed in the Club House. 

XX. No member or visitor shall be allowed under 
any circumstances, to give money or any gratuity to any 
one in the employ of the Club.

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XXI. No member or visitor shall be allowed to send 
a servant out of the Club House. On application at 
the office, messages will be sent, at the expense of the 
sender, 

XXII. The Steward can be sent for only by a mem- 
ber of the Governing Committee. 

XXIII. Property belonging to the Club must not be 
taken from the premises, Any destruction, defacement, 
or injury to the property of the Club shall be made good 
by the person causing the same. 

XXIV. Dogs shall not be allowed in the Club House 
or on the premises. 

XXV. Complaints of any deficiency in the service of 
the Club, or of overcharges, mistakes, or defects, must 
be made to the House Committee in writing. Com- 
plaints addressed personally to the members of the 
Committee will not receive attention.
